000,000; in 1900 they were $102,354,- 
579. 
This year they will be at least 
$111,000,000, and the receipts of the 
last quarter indicate that they are 
BUU gaining. It is an excellent show­ 
ing and speaks eloquently of general 
prosperity.

Jam es A. Robertson and Robert Cal 
vin. of Youngstown, who have been 
indicted for arson by the 
grand jury 
of Mahoning county. 
F irst A ssistant 
Fire M arshal Beardsley was chiefly 
instrum ental In securing th e 
indict­ 
m ents. By tactic consent, it is stated, 
Calvin will be dealt with 
leniently. 
as he furnished the d ep artm en t with 
considerable 
evidence. 
Robertson is 
at liberty under $500 bond, which sum 
the d ep artm en t 
considers too small. 
It is understood Robertson gave 
his 
bonsm an security for the full am ount 
of the bond. 
Both cases will proba­ 
bly com e for trial early in the fall. 
Deputy Beardsley resorted to Sher­ 
lock Holmes 
tactics In working up 
the cases. As is generally known Rob 
ertson and Calvin w ere 
indicted on 
a charge 
of having been responsible 
for the fire 
which destroyed th e shoe 
store of the former. 
Calvin was em ­ 
ployed in the 
capacity of clerk by 
Robertson. 
He was suspected soon 
after th e fire was reported and by an 
artifice he was induced to m ake ad 
m issions which 
placed both himself 
and his form er em ployer In a bad 
light. 
The departm ent em ployed 
a 
young m an of Youngstown to do a lit 
tie detective work, and he, after some 
trouble, obtained the confidence 
of 
Calvin and secured from 
him 
the 
story of th e 
fire. 
Deputy Beardsley 
was introduced to Calvin as a M assil­ 
lon m erchant who was willing to pay 
a good sum 
to any one who would 
set fire to his place 
of business. 
It 
was represented he wanted the in 
Burance money. 
Said Beardsley: 
“You m ade a sue 
ces* of th a t o ther job and I think 
you could do th e sam e in this one.” 
A proposition was m ade 
to Calvin. 
He fell Into the 
trap prepared 
for 
him readily, but as soon as the fire 
m arshal m ade known his identity he 
realized the gam e 
was up and m ade 
a confession. 
Robertson. It will be 
rem em bered, disappeared soon after 
th e fire occurred and was tracked to 
California. 
From th ere he w ent to 
one of the northern coast states. He 
w as finally taken in Detroit.
